Physi- 
cians Pasadena referred 1,376 patients the asso- 
ciation during the same period, which 131 (10 
percent) gave suspicious findings. other survey 
groups reached during the past year, there were 7,545 
which 214 percent) gave suspicious 
findings and were referred for further study their 
own physicians the city clinic.

Approved equipment, detergents, and tech- 
niques dishwashing and the sanitary handling 
silver, dishes and utensils was emphasized the sec- 
ond session, ‘‘Keep Clean.’’ The third session, 
Safe,’’ included discussion good 
health and safety practices.

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Epidemiologic Investigations Cases 


What happens venereal disease cases after they 
are found epidemiologic 

The State Department Public Health has sup- 
plied the answer this question with study the 
disposition infected venereal disease patients dis- 
covered this manner during the past three years. 

First syphilis (Table I). all the infected cases 
discovered the past three years contact investi- 
gations through results laboratory tests, the 
majority were referred for treatment private physi- 
cians, clinics, other places. This was true both 
eases which had never been treated and those which 
had received some degree previous treatment. 

each the three years most cases were referred 
although referrals private physicians 
large number patients. 

These same statements hold true for cases gon- 
orrhea and other venereal disease discovered through 
epidemiologic investigation during the past three years 
and reviewed Table IT. 

The figures the two tables below were obtained 
from reports covering investigations for 1945 through 
1947 and not include which were found 
actively under treatment. 


Even though the actual number cases syphilis 
and other venereal diseases found and referred for 


treatment clinics decreased each year the 
each year’s total being treated continually 
increased. The availability rapid treatment 
may have been factor this percentage rise. 


can seen the tables, the previously 
cases all instances show higher proportion 
disposition than the new cases. Many the 
previously treated cases had received the 
benefit therapy sufficient treatment prevent 
clinical progression the disease but still showed 
tive blood tests and were referred follow-up only for 
that reason. 

When the total infected cases all venereal disease 
for the three years are considered varying ratio
